Coming now to the question of 
cattle, we are told that it is the 
practice of steamships to dis- 
charg2 cattle into junks by means 
lof ropesiings, which cut into the 
flesh and often slip so that an 
animal is hung by its forelegs 
or hind quarters and sometimes 
drops from the sling into the jauk.

‘but | have cited them to show you 
that we have a very ful pro- 
gramme akead of ur for the en- 
suing year. 

A Healthy Poblié Opinion. 
-— Rave perhaps been rather 
jpatting the cart before the horse 
in explaining to you our prt- 
leramme for the future before tell- 
ling you of the work periormed|! 
during the past 12 months. 

In the initial stages we felt 
thet our work, amongst the 
Chinese, to whom the idea of 
paymg regard to the suffering of 
fanizils is rew and strange, must 
be of an educational character, 
and, to that end, we enlisted a 
strong Chinece contingent on our 
Committee, for the purpose of 
spreading the idea of kindness 
amongst the market péople and 
the children in the schools. . Some 
steps have already been taken in 
that direction. : 

In the intial stages we also 
necessarily had much to learn as 
to the variors forms of cruelty tc 
animals which were practised in 
this Colozy, which I have detailed 
to you, and some of which have 
only come to our knowledge re- 
cently.

Soma Hard Court Hints. 


Nowadays there is. no close 
abavon ‘for lawn tennis, writes 
‘Alan "EB, Norman in tho Dai'y 
Chronicle. Thanks ‘to the vogue 
of the hard: court I have played 
my favourite game on the last 
three Christmas Days. Doubtless 
macy othars have done the same 
—for a foursome is an excellent 
digestive after - that seasonal 
pudding. 

Bot now that the coldar days 
are coming, slong players should 
take common-sense precautions 
to avoid illeffects. A warm 
woolly sweater should be worn 
during play, and a heavy coat put 
on immediately the game stops. 
Never sit about in the shade 


fatter playing—the sutest way of 


catching & bad cold is by getting 
cold. The best coat for tennis 
deys is a heary blanket coat, 
which should reach to the ackles.
